COLLISION KILLS EIGHT. 


Passenger Trains Meet Head-On 
GeorgiamMany Are Badly Hurt. 
Special to The New York Times. 

MACON, Ga., Feb. 14.—Eight persons 
were killed, five fatally injured, and more 
than twenty more or less seriously hurt in 
a head-on collision on the Georgia South- 
ern & Florida Railroad, which occurred 
eighteen miles south of here about § 
o'clock -to-night. 

The trains which came together were 
the southbound No. 5 and the ndrthbound 
No. 2, and both were crowded with pas- 
sengers. The wreck was caused by the 
crew of No. 2 disregarding orders and 
running by Bonaire, a small station, 
where the train had been ordered to meet 
No. 5. The trains met at full speed, and 
the crash was terrific. Both locomotives 
and the baggage and express cars were

EGGS ARRIVING FROM EUROPE. 


The Paraffine-Coated Brand Disturbs 


Speculators with Eggs in Storage. 

For the first time in five years, Wu- 
ropean eggs are being imported into this 
country. Their arrival in the wholesale 
grocery district of the west side worries | 
speculators who have been holding do- 
mestic eggs in storage in the hope that 
prices would go up in the first part of 
Lent. 

The foreign eggs began to arrive at the 
piers several days ago, and are still com- 
ing. They are all shipped by brokers 
from Hull, England, but were gathered 
originally from Austria, France, and Ger- 
many. Up to yesterday the total receipts 
of the foreign eggs amvuunted to 900 cases. 
The cases are 
here for packing, and each holds from 
6) to 120 dozens of eggs. The 900 cases 
held upward of 80,000 dozens. More will 
come during the present week, and the 
dealers expect that the importations willl 
continue for a month or so. 

All the foreign eggs are coated on the 
Outside of the shell with a secret com- 
pound of paraffine. Arrangements for the 
movement of European eggs to New York 
were begun several weeks agro, when

The duty on the foreign 
eges Is 5 cents a dozen, and the shipping 
charges average 4 cents a dozen. 


EXPLOSION ON WARSHIP. 


One Dead and Seven Injured from 
Boiler Explosion on Destroyer Hopkins. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal, Feb. 14.—One man is 
dead, five are badly burned, one probably 
fatally, and two are painfully scalded 
about the face and hands as @ result of a 
boiler tube explosion to-day in the for- 
ward battery of the torpedo boat destroy- 
er Hopkins. 

R. E. Taylor, a first-class fireman, was 
the firs tof the injured to succumb to 
the burns sustained in the scalding steam 
that enveloped the men in the boiler room. 
He died in a local hospital to-night. L. B. 
Caletilo, a second-class fireman, is nearly 
as severely burned as was Taylor,

VOTES “DRY” FOR 50 YEARS. 


Hudson, O., Accepts Terms of Ells- 
worth’s Offer of Local Improvements. 


HUDSON, Ohio, Feb. 14.—This village 
voted to-day that it was worth while to 
remain ‘‘dry” for fifty years in order 
to obtain a water works plant, electric 
light, and sewage system and other im- 
provements. The electorate turned out in 
a body after a hot campaign, and voted 
to accept the proposition by 162 to 907, 

James W. Ellsworth, a native of Hud- 
son, but now a resident of New York, 
offered the village the advantages named 
if it would vote ‘“‘dry”’ and stay so for 
fifty years, paint its houses white, with 
green blinds, and put on red tile roofs; 
grow hedges to replace the popular picket 
fence, plant shade trees, and clean up. 

When the offer was first made, two 
years ago, the village promptly voted 
“dry ’ and painted itself white. Ellsworth 
built a boys’ club and a new Congrega- 
tional parsonage.

Since the organization in Atlanta, a few 
weeks ago, of the Southern Health As- 
sociation, which wag founded upon an- 
nouncement of the Rockefeller gift, the 
Alabama Health Department has been 
making a systematic investigation of those 
parts of the State which are known” to 
be infected. Dr. Perry, who is Vice Presi- 
dent for Alabama of the Southern Health 
Association, began the investigation for 
the State in Pike County. The report 
which he has just rendered shows that 
the disease has made a more decided 
progress than was thought.

The money was obtained, according to 
Brelsford, by padding and otherwise falsi- 
fying bills for supplies, the great majority 
of which were never delivered.

mending that it be defeated on the ground 
that it would permit a tax on State and 
municipal bonds, Senator Josiah T. New- 
comb introduced a resolution providing 
for the rejection of the amendment.

REBUKE FOR PRISON BOARD. 


Draper Condemns Idea of Keeping Chil- 
dren from School to Prevent Crime. 


ALBANY, Feb. 14.—The State Commis- 
sion of Prisons was ‘‘ way behind the 
times’”’ when it suggested in its annual 
report just made public that children 
without an elementary education ought to 
be allowed to stay home to take care of 
other children, says Commissioner An- 
drew §S. Draper of the State Education 
Department. 


Inaninterview to-day Dr. Draper called 
attention to the fact that the rate of illit- 


eracy in New York State is between fifty 
and sixty in a thousand, and said it should 
be brought down to ten or twenty at the 
most. 

“The Prison Commission,’”’ says Com- 
missioner Draper, ‘‘ states that the tru- 
ancy laws work hardship in individual 
cases. Very likely this is true. Indeed, 
it is true of all laws that accomplish 
things. We are obliged to take one or 
two courses. Either we must make and 
enforce laws requiring that children go to 
schoo] until they can read and write and 
have the equipment for earning an honest 
living, or else we must let the matter go 
and take the consequences. The conse- 
quences would be more vagrancy, more 
crime, and the need of more prisons. 

“The Prison Commission should not 
hesitated long before it took a position 
which will make it more difficult to en- 
force such laws. It is hard enough now. 
The sympathies of Magistrates get in the

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HUGHES CAN DICTATE 
TO HIS PARTY NOW 


His Active Leadership Would Be 
Welcomed by Leaders—He 
Will Go His Own Way. 








WADSWORTH CALLS ON HIM 





Speaker Promises Action on His Re- 
forms—Pressure on Root to Clear 
Up Party Difficulties. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 14.—If Gov. 
Hughes were another Odell or Platt, or 
were like other Republicans who received 
their training in the old school of politics, 
he would have the legislators of his own 
party eating out of his hand and the Re- 
publican leaders of every section of the 
State taking his orders and straining 
every nerve to carry them out. The Re- 
publican organization to-day lies pros- 
trate at the feet .of the Governor it has 
fought tooth and nail for almost four 
years. 

This situation, which has been made 
sufficiently clear here to-day, was not 
created by the conference held in New 
York City last Saturday afternoon, even 
though that conference—in which Presi-. 
dent Taft, Gov. Hughes, Chairman Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff, and Speaker James W. 
Wadsworth of the Assembly took part— 
went far to accentuate the difficult posi- 
tion cf the party in this State and the 
need of immediate and complete rehabill- 
tation. A realization has been growing, 
especially since the Allds scandal began 
to agitate the voters, that if the party 
was to go before the people with any hope 


of success the cooperation of Gov. Hughes 
was needed. 

The question of State leadership is one 
that is causing the organization leaders 
much worry. Nobody here looks upon 
Chairman Woodruff as the actual leader. 
One influential Republican who was asked 
to-day to give the name and address of 
the State leader, gazed thoughtfully at 
the ceiling for some time and then threw 
up his hands in despair. Another Repub- 
lican—a man of still greater influence, 
was more outspoken. 

“There is no Republican leader,’’ he 
said. ‘‘ And every one knows that leader- 
ship is needed at this time more than 
ever before.”’ 


Hughes Not to Change His Policy. 


The Governor's attitude on the question 
of mixing politics and public office is too 
well known here to permit of a moment's 
delusion as to the possibility that he 
would consent to become the active leader 
of his party. He was not asked at the 
conference Saturday to assume the active 
leadership, but was asked to give his sup- 
port in the coming campaign, and this 


he has promised to do conditionally. 

. The position assumed by Gov. Hughes 
may be briefly summed up as this: He is 
@ good Republican, and he is anxious to 
see his party victorious in the next cam- 
paign. But he insists that the Legislature 
must pursue a course which will com- 
mend itself to the people, and, further- 
more, that the party must nominate a 
State ticket to which he conscientiously 
shall be able to give his personal support. 
This course distinctly leaves the respon- 
sibility from now on with the Republican 
leaders in the Legislature and in the or- 
ganization. 

In dealing with the Legislature, the 
Governor will not change his methods. 
He will bring no pressure to bear, and 
will leave it to the people to be the ar- 
biters between him and the lawmakers 
should differences arise. 


Speaker Calls on Governor. 

For the first time during the present 
session, Speaker Wadsworth of the As- 
sembly called on Gov. Hughes to-day and 
had a long conference with him. The 
visit created somewhat of a sensation at 
the Capitol. The Governor and the 
Speaker have not pulled together very 


well in the past, the Speaker being con- 
scientiously opposed to the Governor's di- 
rect nominations bill, even though, as 
one of the cleanest and ablest men in the 
Legislature, he has given his support 
to many of the progressive measures ad- 
vocated by the-Governor. 

Neither the Governor nor the Speaker 
would divulge what had been discussed, 
but later Speaker Wadsworth said: 

‘“I do not care to discuss my talk with 
the Governor, but I will say this: The 
Assembly will go ahead with its work 
without waiting for the Senate to com- 
plete its investigation. We will go to 
work at once on a charter for New York 
City. AS soon as the committee which 
has considered the question of placing 
telephones and telegraphs under the su- 
pervision of the Public Service Commis- 
sions has reported we will take that mat- 
ter up and iry to carry *out the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendations to the best of 
our ability. We are expecting the report 
of the Direct Primaries Committee any 
day now, and then we will see what we 
— do to improve the present primary 
aw. 

“I believe that with the exception of 
the Hinman-Green Direct Nominations 
bill and the Dana short ballot resolution, 
to which there seems to be a great deal 
of objection among the Democrats in par- 
ticular but among the Republicans also, 
there will be no trouble about getting the 
policies recommended by the Governor 
passed in the Assembly.”’ 


Want Root to be a Real Lender. 


It was learned here to-day that the 
question of a change of State Chairman 
which has been advocated by many Re- 
publicans, did not come up at the confer- 
ence in New York. Even though it is felt 
that Mr. Woodruff’s advocacy of the elec- 
tion of Jotham P, Allds as majority lead- 
er of the Senate at a time when he had 
full knowledge of the reasons why many 
clean and independent members of the 
Senate majority would refuse to lend him 
their support, has made him impossible as 
leader, no steps have as yet been taken to 
select a successor. 

On the question of Senator Root assum- 
ing the leadership it was pointed out here 
to-day that this would be only a logical 
position for him to take. Shortly after 
his election to the United State Senate he 
visited Albany, was introduced to both 
houses of the Legislature, and in a speech 
declared his willingness to become in the 
future a leader of his party in this State 
in ‘‘thought and action.’ On this is 
based the insistent demand heard in influ- 
ential quarters here that he step in at 
this critical time and make good his prom- 
ise. His leadership would be accepted be- 
vond question by the whole party to the 
elimination of all the little local jealousies 
that might be brought into play should 
an attempt be made to choose a new man 
for the place just now. 


TAFT TALKS WITH ROOT. 








Receives Assurance That His New 
York Speech Was Effective.

FIRE IN MAYOR’S TENEMENTS. 


$2,000 Damage Done to One That Fig- 
ured in the Campaign.

Great Britain and Europe to Pay High 


Tribute to Commander 


Peary. 





The Civic Forum announced yesterday 
the plans of Sir Ernest-Shackleton, C. V. 
O., the noted antarctic explorer, who is 
soon to sail for the United States. While 
in the 'Wnited States he will receive the 
gold medal of the National Geographic 
Soclety froin the hands of President Taft, 
in addition to other high honors in this 
and other cites. 

Commander Robert E. Peary, U. 8. N., 
dscoverer of the north pole, will have an 


important part in the bestowal of the 
honors. 

Sir Ernest and Lady Shackleton will ar- 
rive in New York on March 25 on the Cu- 
narder Lusitania. They will remain here 
only long enough to transfer to Jersey 
City, where they will take a train for 
Washington. There they are to be the 
seme of the British Ambassador. On 

arch 26 Ambassador Bryce will present 
Sir Ernest and Lady Shackleton to Presi- 
dent Taft at the White House. 

That nent the National Geographic So- 
ciety will hold a meeting in Convention 
Hall, which is planned to be one of the 
most brilliant gatherings of statesmen, 
men of letters, and of science ever held 
in this country. The event of the evening 
will be the presentation by the President 
of the National Geographic Society’s gold 
medal to Sir Ernest. Admission to the 
meeting will be by invitation only, and 
among those who have been invited are 
the Ambassadors and Ministers of all the 
foreign countries represented in Washing- 
ton. 

After the meeting Sir Ernest and Lady 
Shackleton will return to New York, and 
on the night of March 29 Sir Ernest will 
deliver in Carnegie Hall, under the aus- 

ices of the Civic Forum, his illustrated 
ecture, ‘‘ Farthest South.’’ On that occa- 
sion Commander Peary will introduce Sir 
Ernest, and it will be the first time that 
the discoverer of the north pole and the 
man who penetrated furthest south ever 
met on the same platform, The pictures 
are of the moving kind, and are the first 
of that type ever made in connection with 
polar exploration. 

On Monday night, March 28 Sir Ernesc 
will receive the gold medal of: the Amer- 
ican Geographical Society of this city. 
This medal will be presented by the so- 
ciety's President, Archer M. Huntington. 
The presentation will be made in the hall 
of the Engineers’ Building, in West Thir- 
ty-ninth Street, between Shitth and Sixth 
Avenues. From New York Sir Ernest 
will go on a lecture tour of the principal 
cities of the country. 

While Sir Ernest is in the United States 
Commander Peary will sail for Europe to 
receive, among other honors, the gold 
medal of the Royal Geographical Society 
of Great Britain. He will sail on April 
26, and will be accompanied by Capt. 
Robert Bartlett of the Roosevelt, who will 
receive a silver medal from the Royal 
Geographical Society. The medals will be 
conferred on the evening of May 4, and 
on the following night Commander Peary 
will tell the full story of his discovery of 
the north pole in Queen's Hall, London. 

The following day Commander Peary 
expects to start for the Continent, where 
he will make short stays in Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg, or Rome. He 
is in the position of having tn choose be- 
tween the two last-named cities. it being 
impossible to visit both of them in the 
time he has at his disposal. He will be 
back in London on the evening of May 
23, to be the guest of honor at the an- 
nual banquet of the Royal Geographical 
Society. 

After the: banquet he will again return 
to the Continent, visiting Brussels, Ant- 
werp, and perhaps other cities, then re- 
turning to Great Britain to address the 
Scottish Geographical Society in Edin- 
burgh, and to deliver six or more lectures 
in the principal cities of England and 
Scotland. 

‘Commander Peary has been almost 
overwhelmed with invitations from all 
parts of Europe, but owing to his engage- 
ments he has been able to accept only a 
few of them. He will sail for home early 
in June, to be present at the commence- 
ment exercises of Bowdoin College, 
Maine, his Alma Mater.

Pierpont Morgan, Jr. Two gifts were an- 
nounced—a collection of ethnological ob- 
jects from the Philippines, from Mrs. Mor- 
ris K. Jesup, valued at $6,000, and a gift 
of $5,000 from Mrs. John B. Trevor, to be 
added to the John B. Trevor fund. 

The permanent endowment fund on Dec. 
31, 1909, was $2,195,645. During the year 
the city appropriated $180,000 for main- 
tenance of the museum, and $176,000 was 
appropriated by the trustess and friends 
for collections and expeditions. 

For the first time in the history of the 
institution, city officials attended the an- 
nual meeting. Mayor Gaynor and Park 
Commissioner Stover were present as ex- 
officio Trustees. Nineteen of the Trustees 
were present, including J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and Joseph H. Choate, the two sur- 
viving founders of the Museum; Prof. 
Henry Fairfield Osborne, Arthur Curtiss 
James, Gustav E. Kissel, George S. Bow- 
doin, Anson W. Hard, Thomas De Witt 
Cuyler, Cleveland H. Dodge, Archer M. 
Huntington, Seth Low, William Rocke- 
feller, Percy R. Pyne, John B. Trevor, 
and J. P. Morgan, Jr. T. De ‘Witt Cuyler 
and Attorney General George W. Wick- 
ersham were elected to fill vacancies on 
the Board of Trustees. The following of- 
ficers were re-elected: President—Henry 
Fairfield Osborne; First Vice President— 
J. Pierpont Morgan; Second Vice Presi- 
dent—Cleveland H. Dodge; Treasurer—- 
Charles Lanier; Secretary—J. Hampden 
Robb.

NAVY MAY EXPLORE 
LAND IN ANTARCTIC 


Peary Confers with Meyer and 
Secretary Approves Plan for Ex- 
pedition to Wilkes Land. 








WE MAY TAKE POSSESSION 





Route of Naval Party Would Not Be 
That of the Proposed American 
South Polar Expedition.

WASHINGTON, 'Feb. 14.—Commander 
R. E. Peary had a conference with Secre- 
tary Meyer at the Navy Department this 
adfternogn, after which it was said that 
Secretary Meyer had approved a plan for 
a naval expedition to the Antarctic 
regions. But it is not to be a south polar 
expedition, and whether it is to be made 
at all or not depends upon the manner in 
which Congress receives the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary. 

If the expedition is sent it will devote 


its energies chiefly to exploration and se- 
curing scientific data from Wilkes Lani, 
a stretch of Antarctic territory first re- 
ported by Lieut. Wilkes of the navy, who 


went there in an éxpedition financed by | 


Congress in 1840. Wilkes eo land 
1,600 miles in extent far to the south of 
Australia but still several hundred miles 
from the south pole. 

Subsequent news about Wilkes Land 
has been negative, and the data in pos- 


session of the Navy Department are so, 


vague that the title of the United States 
to the territory by right of discovery has 
never been considered worth pressing. The 
department now, however, desires to per- 
fect the United States’ title to the land, 
and also to make a scientific exploration 
of it to see whether it has any strategic 
or commercial value. It is proposed to 
explore the territory and also to make 
certain surveys, if the plan of Secretary 
Meyer goes through. The expedition will 
be fitted out, equipped, and manned en- 
tirely by the navy. Not in many years 
has the department uncertaxen on its 
own initiative scientific exploration and 
survey in a polar field. 

The proposed expedition bears no rela- 
tion to that contemplated under the joint 
auspices of the Peary Arctic Club and 
the National Geographic Society for the 
discovery of the south pole. The projected 
route of the polar expedition is several 
hundred miles from Wilkes Land. After 
his talk with Secretary Meyer this after- 
noon, and when the announcement of the 
proposed naval expedition had been made, 
Mr. Peary pointed out the difference of 
route, equipment and character of the two 
expeditions. 

“It is a happy augury,’’ he said, ‘‘ that 
Secretary Meyer has decided to press this 
matter before Congress. I give my most 
cordial indorsement to the scheme and 
hope it will be pushed through. Person- 
ally, I know little about Wilkes Land, 
but I believe that surveys should be made. 
It may be a valuable territorial acquisi- 
tion for us. 

“The expedition now planned by the 
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Peary Arctic Club and the National Geo-~ 
graphic Society is of an entirely different 
character. It is a pole seeker pure and 
simple. Its route will not be near Wilkes 
Land, and besides, it would have no time 
for exploration and survey. Moreover, 
we have never contemplated any govern- 
ment aid, nor do we now.”’ 

Secretary Meyer denied this afternoon 
that the talk he had with Commander 
Peary had been in regard to the possible 
assignment of the north pole discoverer 
to duty in the Navy Department. Again 
the question of recognition or promotion 
for Peary was not discussed at any length. 
It was said that the Secretary’s position 
was well understood by the explorer, and 
that his recommendation in the matter 
was entirely satisfactory.

Review of Ballinger’s Acts. 
Pressed by Mr. Vertrees, Mr. Glavis 
Summed up the specific matters which 
caused him to distrust Secretary Ballin- 
ger.

A statement of his interests shows that 
he has a tenth share in the property at 
the southeast corner of Broadway and 
Nineteenth Street, New York, 45 by 120 
feet, valued at $525,000; 120 West Forty- 
third Street, valued at $62,000, on which 
there 1s a mortgage of $12,000, and 114 
and 114% Bowery, appraised at $40,000.

His duties will in- 
clude principally supervision over the au- 
diting and*clerical work of the office and 
the handling of contracts for supplies,

Fact That No Wreckage Has Been 
Found Only Thing Which Argues 
for Little Vessel’s Escape. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The search of 
the United States Navy and Revenue Cut- 
ter Service for the missing naval tug 
Nina and her crew of thirty-two men was 
continued to-day with grim fidelity. Not 
a.trace of the little craft has been found 
at the end of the third day of the explora- 
tion of the Atlantic, and the only ray of 
hope is found in the absence of any re- 
ports of wreckage in the broad expanse of 
water from Norfolk to Boston. Even this 
hope is discounted by the fact that the 
vessel, being of steel construction, may 
have gone suddenly to the bottom of the 
sea before the crew had time to launch a 
boat or displace a life preserver. 

The fate of the crew is all a matter 
of conjecture, and the hope to which 
the officials cling is that they were picked 
up by some passing vessel not yet spoken 
by the searching squadron. It is possible 
that they may have been rescued by an 
outward bound steamer, and have not yet 
been transferred to one coming this way. 

Thé Government is pushing the search 
with all possible speed and thoroughness, 
and will continue the work until all hope 
is abandoned.

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“SUBWAY TRAFFIC TANGLED. 


Uncoupling of Cars and a Dislodged 
Centact Shoe Demoralizes the Service. 


Two southbound express trains in the 
Subway having slight’ trouble, one 
through the uncoupling of cars at the 
Fulton Street Station, considerable con- 
gestion in the traffic was caused for 
more than two hours yesterday morning. 

Just before 8. o'clock, as a southbound 
express train on the Broadway branch 


neared Ninety-sixth Street, one of the 
contact shoes became dislodged, and the 
motorman and trainmen took about fif- 
teen minutes to adjust it. This held up 
all southbound Broadway trains north of 
Ninety-sixth Street, and when the trouble 
was righted a congestion of trains at 
this express station followed. At length, 
when the train started south, the shoe 
again became: dislodged at Seventy-ninth 
Street and the train came to a halt, caus- 
ing the entire express service to be held 
up.

Matters were made worse by the fire 
which wiped out the chief telephone ex- 
change of Paris last Summer, and by the 
recent flood which, filling the sewers in 
which the telephone cables are laid, put 
the service again temporarily out of 
commission. 

The six men from Minister Millerand’s 
staff are to spend six months each In 
studying the local telephone system, They 
will be put through every branch of the 
service, starting out with instrument, set- 
ters in the street, and ending up with ob- 
servation of the administrative depart- 
ment in the main offices.

Seven runners toed the mark when ex- 
Sheriff Tom Foley fired the pistol which 
sent the runners on their journey, Mead- 
ows had the pole, with Crowley, Ljung- 
strom, Acoose, the Indian; Hans Holmer, 
Charles Muller, and and added starter, 


“Percy Sellen of Canada, lined across the 


track. Meadows jumped. out in front at 
the start, and although the bunch changed 
places during the first few laps, Meadows 
was in front most of the time, and when 


the first mile was passed he was in the 
lead with Lijiungstrom, Acoose, Holmer, 
Crowley, and Muller folowing in order. 
Crowley got most of the cheers, and his 
followers called on him to close up with 
the leaders. Before the second mile was 
reached Muller of this city dropped out 
Meadows led the bunch and gradually 
extended himself until the other runners 
lagged behind.

CREDIT OF BALTIMORE AND NEW 
YORK. 

The Baltimore Sun has an flluminat- 
ing article upon Mayor Gaywnor’s dis- 
cussion of the superiority of Baltimore's 
credit to New York's. The Sun dissents 
from our Mayor's views that there are 
no better bonds in the market than 
those of our city, and that muckrakers 
have injured its credit. It remarks 
that the Government of our city is the 
costliest in the world, and that there 


has been a scandalous waste of tax re- 


sources. It declares that the sentiment 
of Baltimore would not tolerate the 
policy followed in New York. Balti- 
more also loses something at times 
from dishonesty, grafting, and extrava- 
gance, but its losses are infrequent and 
insignificant compared with New 
York’s. To Baltimoreans this seems 
the explanation of the superiority of 
Baltimore's credit.

Ex-Senator Edmunds States His Rea- 
sons Against Proposed Amendment. 





Ex-Senator George F. Edmunds has 
sent to Senator W. P. Dillingham of Ver- 
ment a letter dated at Aiken, 8S. C., Jan. 
14, 1910, containing this comment on the 
proposed income tax amendment to the 
Constitution: 


The power of taxation is the fundamental 
power of governmental life; on it all the 
other powers and functions. of government 
depend for their execution. 

The builders of our States and the cre- 
ators of the Government of the United 
States knew this and felt it deeply. They 
knew and saw, perhaps more clearly than 
we do in these times of generous enthus!- 
asm and excitement, the danger of the 
people of the different States, in their dif- 
ferent situations, necessities, occupations, 
and internal policies in the possible unequal 
and injurious exercise by Congress of the 
tremendous power of undefined and unlim- 
ited taxation. They saw that the inherent 
sovereignty and security of each State must 
be absolutely preserved except so far as 
power should be definitely granted to a 
common Government exercising only the 
powers necessary to the safety and common 
defense and general welfare of all the States 
and people, as finally described and spect- 
fied in the Constitution of the United 
States. * * * 

Two explicit and fundamental rules gov- 
erning the {imposition by Congress of bur- 
dens upon the people of the severai States 
were established; first, that taxes upon per- 
s01s and property must be apportioned 
among the several States adécording to their 
respective populations, and, second, that the 
impositions arising ‘from duties, imposts, 
and excises must be uniform throughout the 
United States. 

The difference between a tax upon prop- 
erty of any kind and every kind—which is, 
and must be, inherently direct—and taxes 
imposed in the form of duties and excises, 
is obvious in principlé as well as in fact. 
The first kind of tax is and always must 
be upon things and rights, while the sec- 
and is and always must be upon the doing 
of something which each person may do or 
refrain from doing at his own will and 

‘ pleasure. The land, the goods, or the money 
of a member of the community cannot 
escape taxation by a change of ownership, 
for the tax adheres to the thing or right, 
and whether one person or another has it 
is of no consequence whatever. But with 
the tax in the form of a duty or excise it 
is Very different. In the case of a duty it 
is the voluntary‘ ect of the importer in 
bringing into. the country the goods that 
fixes the tax upon him, and it is the same 
with excise taxes.

Aninteresting Performance of Mozart’s 
Concerto for Harp and Flute, 


Miss Ada Sassoli, harpist, gave a con- 
cert in Mendelssohn Hall that had some 





features of more interest than are usually 


presented by players of the harp as a 
solo instrument. The principal one was 
the performance of Mozart's concerto for 
harp and flute, which she played with Mr.

Perin Declares Frequent Examinations 
Are Driving Him Insane. 


Whisky which sells for $2 a bottle at 


the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel costs $50 a 
“bottle in the psychopathic ward of Belle- 
“vue Hospital, according to the testimony 


of Lawrence Perin, given before a Sher- 
iff's jury, which was filed yesterday with 
the County Clerk. 

“To make a long story short,” Perin 
‘‘IT have been examined 
by so many doctors that I think I will 
go nutty. They talk about loco-cocoa- 
motor, and one says, ‘You have motor 
insanity,’ and another calls it paresis, 
and another paranoia. I don’t know, 
none of them agree. They all agree I am 
nutty, but they all agree I won't harm 
anybody physically. 

“As to managing my own business, I 
managed myself for a number of years 
on the New York Stock Exchange, and 
i’d like to see some of these New York 
bug doctors do so there, They’d blow up 
in five minutes.’’ ‘ 

When Dr. Edson, one of the Commis- 
sioners of the court, asked Perin what his 
income was, he asked 

‘What do you mean; when I’m in the 
‘ug house or when I’m out earning my 
living?’’ When told that his present in- 
come was meant Perin said he had an 
income of $5,000 a year. 

Perin explained that he went to Mo- 
rocco because he saw a chance to make 
money selling arms and ammunition to 
the Moors, who were having trouble 
with Spain. 

The. authorities at Harrow School, in 
England, refused to grant permission for 
the interment of his wife on the school 
grounds, as she had desired, because 
she was a suicide. Perin said he had 
pianned a $20,000 mausoleum, to be de- 
Signed by Countess Gleicher.

David Cohen and Louis B. Levinson, in- 
Gicted on Friday for grand larceny in 
the first and second degree, surrendered 
themselves before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Goff yesterday and were released in 
$4,000 bail each.

Lower Dutyon Prismatic Gauge Glasses 
—Other Metal Decisions. 


The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at New York has disposed of sév- 
eral customs controversies recently argued 
before the Appellate tribunal. The claim 
of the Ashcroft Manufacturing Company 
for lower duty on so-called prismatic 
Sauge giasses for use on steam. boilers 
is decided in favor of the contention of 
the importing concern. 

The gauge glasses are about 5% inches 
long, 1% inches wide, and % of an inch 
thick,. The edges are ground and one side 
is plain and polished. The reverse side 
is also polished and contains fine parallel 
longitudinal incisions forming prisms. 

The side of the glasses having the in- 
cisions: is placed against a dark back- 
ground, and as water rises in the spaces 
formed by the incisions it shows black 
and its level is clearly indicated. The 
refraction of the light by the prisms is 


different when the spaces are filled with 
air and when they are filled with water. 

_, Collector Loeb classified the articles as 

“ ground glassware’’ with a tariff of 60 
per cent., whereas the importers asked a 
rate of 45 per cent. as “strips of glass, 
gSround or polished on one or both sides 
to a cylindrical or prismatic form.’’ Judge 
Noyes, in sustaining both the Board of 
Appraisers and the Circuit Court, finds 
the Collector erred in his classification. 
Judges Noyes, who writes the decision for 
the Appellate tribunal, says in part: 

“The article in question is a strip of 
glass. While not so ground that any 
sideg in themselves form a prism, yet one 
Side. is so ground that prismatic forms 
are produced upon it. The strip of glass, 
though not a prism, fulfills the functions 
of one. That is jts essential feature. As 
then, this article is a strip of glass ground 
SO as to constitute a prism and possesses 
optical properties, we think that it is 
more specifically described in Paragraph 
110, which is among the paragraphs re- 
lating to glass articles possessing such 
properties, than it is in Paragraph 100, 
which would include it only becgfise it is 
ground glass. The de cision ofthe Cir- 
cuit Court is affirmed.’’ 

Comstock & Washburn appeared in the 
ease for the Ashcroft Manufacturing 
Company. 

The court declines to lower the rates 
ef duty on steel caiks for insertion in 
horseshoes, and hall bearings consisting 
of raceways and balls for use in auto- 
mehbiles.
